In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1.135. (35 U.S.C 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The examiner and the applicant discussed amending claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 10. The examiner 
indicated that the reference of Mbayed suggested SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2. Applicant disagreed. As discussed in the final 
office action, HBS1 contains 20 of the 21 nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1 . HBS2 overlap with SEQ ID NO: 2 with 6 
nucleotides. The applicant indicated that she believed that a prima facie case of obviousness had not been 
established. The examiner posed the question to the applicant whether she believed that substraction of a single 
nucleotide was patentably distinct from and would support a separate patent. The examiner indicated that the primers 
were functional equivalents to the primers taught by Mbayed. The examiner mentioned In Re Deul and indicated the 
obviousness of functional equivalents. The applicant kept coming back to the statement that no prima facie case of 
obviousness had been established because the reference did not teach SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2. The examiner indicated 
that the rejeciton was not under 102, but under 103 and the state of the art was such that generating equivalent probes 
and primers to aligned regions was extremely high. 

The examiner asked the applicant whether the probes and primers functioned in the same manner as the probes and 
primers of Mbayed. The applicant was unsure whether they were able to function in the same manner as the claimed 
primers. The examiner indicated that if applicant would like to file a declaration regarding secondary conditions as to 
why the instant probes were better, did something different or had some other unexpected property over the primers in 
the art, the consisting of primers may be allowable over the art. The examiner noted that the declaration would not 
likely be reviewed or entered after final, as declarations are timely if filed before the close of prosecution. The applicant 
indicated she would prefer not to file a declaration, as they are subject to scrutiny in court and later prosecution. 

The applicant indicated she wished to speak with the examiner's supervisor. The examiner gave Ms. Chen the name 
and phone number for Examiner Fredman who was the examiner's primary examiner overseeing the application.
